DISCUSSED.

The Times’ Washington correspondent; 
in an article published ip that paper

pert ninittee—on Kebruary~ ist, 1903, on’ 
December” 7th. 1022. and on February 
5th, lw2ae- lt had never ceased to baye 
the’ “approval of the State Department, 
which, under Mr. Hay and alt hisvsucces- 
sors down to Mr. Hughes, had steadily 
maintiined that the [sle of Pincs-was} 
historically and. geographically a part 
of Cuba. Tt was fyrther supported by-|" 
the decision of the Cnited States Sup-] 
reme Court in the case of Pearcy rv. 
Stranahan, banded ‘down in April, 1907, 
in whith it was held that the Isle of 
Pines Sas an intégral part of Cuba, and

Thy Isle of Pines lies in the Caribbean |, 


Seii, near the’ south-western part of 
Cuba, from which it is separated by 5¢ 
It bas an area of 
865! square miles, a census taken in 1919 
showed ‘a total population of 4,258, and 
the cultivation of carly grape fruit and 
winter ‘vegetables is the business-of- prac- 
tically, all: its inhabitants. Numerous 
development ‘companies were formed: in 
the United States at the close of the 
Spanish-American War, and these bought 
title to: most of the land im the: Isle of 
Pines, and resold it in small tracts to 
investors, It is estimated to-day that 
10,000 Americans hold ‘nine-tenths of the 
area of the island, though:only 700 live 
there on farms of five to ten acres only, 
Amrrican property-owners were, natu- 
rally, the backbone of the opposition to 
the treaty, and at various times they 
had proposed the purchase of the island 
by the United States, though it had- never 
that Cuba would 
agrec to sell. *Their fear -of an impair. 
ment of their interests if. all claim of 
national title should be definitely re- 
nounced by the United States: wéuld have 
had’ a large justification if they) had 
not lived in sufficient prosperity under 
Cuban jurisdiction since 1902, And if.thr
